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District raises concerns over 
superfast broadband roll-out 



DISTRICT councillors have decided to re¬ 
tain a £640,000 provisional superfast 
broadband allocation until a number of is¬ 
sues are clarified. 

But members of South Somerset District 
Council (SSDC) were split, with 39 councillors

in favour of retaining the money, 13 against and 
two abstaining. 

In June 2014, SSDC agreed in principle to 


make a contribution of £640,000 to the Con¬ 
necting Devon and Somerset (CDS) Superfast 
Broadband Extension Programme (SEP). 

The project suffered a setback last year when 
the single bidder for the contract was deemed 
not to provide value for money, and a new pro¬ 
curement exercise is under way. 

SSDC (full council) met on Thursday, May 
19th, and the agenda report stated: “The avail¬ 
ability of high speed broadband is important to 
the economic and social wellbeing of the dis¬ 
trict. 

“It is seen by many as essential to managing 
their day to day lives.” 

The report also explained that average broad¬ 
band speeds in the UK have more than quadru¬ 
pled since 2010, from 5.2Mbps to 28Mbps in 
June last year. 

CDS is on track to extend superfast broad¬ 
band coverage to 90 per cent of South Somerset 
premises by the end of this year. 

The project on the agenda of SSDC is for a 
separate phase to bring that number to 95 per 
cent through a collaboration agreement also in¬ 
volving Devon and Somerset county councils, 
Torbay Council, and a number of district and 
borough councils. 

The report explained: “There have been a 
number of issues that have been of potential 
concern to this council.” 


For example, SSDC is asking for an assess¬ 
ment of the superfast broadband extension roll¬ 
out programme to ensure it is beneficial to 
businesses in South Somerset. 

The report also outlined another concern: 
“CDS have explained that prior to an Invitation 
to Tender (ITT), it is not possible to provide a 
definite answer about the extra coverage that 
will be achieved because they do not know 
what solutions bidders will offer or what would 
be secured with any additional funding. 

“SSDC is advised that the procurement 
process is complex.” 

The Digital Economy Bill, promising a right 
to fast broadband for every household and sup¬ 
port for companies expanding broadband infra¬ 
structure, as mentioned in the Queen’s speech, 
has also added to the confusion. 

The wording of SSDC’s decision on May 19th 
reads: “Given the current uncertainty surround¬ 
ing the Superfast Broadband programme occa¬ 
sioned by the Queen’s speech announcement 
and the report of £258million BT profit that is 
being returned to the programme, this council 
resolved to retain the £640,000 provisional al¬ 
location to Connecting Devon and Somerset 
until there was greater clarification on how and 
where that money would be utilised for the ben¬ 
efit of South Somerset residents or businesses.”

AXMINSTER 

Housing developers 
face public 

DEVELOPERS have met with the people of 
Axminster face-to face to discuss plans on a 
massive development to the east of the town. 

Persimmon Homes had plans for a large devel¬ 
opment turned down in January 2015 and are 
now attempting to right that wrong by consulting 
with local residents over their plan for the land 
between Sector Lane and Chard Road. 

Persimmon Homes said: “East Devon District 
Council have a newly-adopted Local Plan... We 
are aware that Axminster Town Council is 
preparing a Neighbourhood Plan and wish to hear 
how Persimmon's proposal might contribute to 
that. We wanted to hear views in the issues that 
are important to Axminster." 

Persimmon Homes will look to re-submit plans 
for the new development later this year factoring 
in details that have arisen from meeting with 
local residents. 

SIDMOUTH 
Campaigners blast 
Knowle homes plan 

THE Save Our Sidmouth (SOS) action group have 
criticised the recently submitted planning applica¬ 
tion for the conversion of East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil headquarters into an assisted living facility. 

SOS have opposed the selling off of the EDDC 
headquarters since it was first announced and will 
submit a written statement lambasting the plans 
calling the planned new buildings 'intrusive'. 

The plan to sell off The Knowle (EDDC's HQ) was 
one of the reasons the Save Our Sidmouth group 
was formed in 2012, when thousands gathered in 
the town to protest against the idea. 

An SOS spokesman said: “PegasusLife Ltd have 
submitted a planning application for 115 dwellings, 
in contrast to the 50 allocated in the Local Plan. 

PegasusLife say their objective is to deliver a 
flagship assisted living community for the care 
and support of older people.

IT’S all change at the top of at least three of the local 



councils in Pulman’s Country - in Axminster, 
Seaton and Uminster. 

After two unsuccessful attempts to be elected 
Mayor of Axminster, Councillor Paul Hayward fi¬ 
nally made it to the top job when he ousted the Fa¬ 
ther of the Council, Douglas Hull, in a fairly painless 
coup.

SEATON 

Where did affordable 
housing plans go? 

A SEATON town councillor says there was no 
consultation with the town council when East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) removed the ob¬ 
ligation for affordable housing from a develop¬ 
ment on Harbour Road. 

Town councillor Martin Shaw called the lack of 
consultation “outrageous", adding: “It appears 
that the concession to Bovis not to enforce the 25 
per cent affordable housing requirement on 
phase two of the Harbour Road development was 
consulted with ward councillors [of the district 
council] who did not object. 

At a Seaton Planning Committee meeting, Cllr 
Heather Sanham proposed that the town coun¬ 
cil requested an explanation from EDDC as to 
why, given public interest, was this matter con¬ 
sidered in March when a decision was not re¬ 
quired until September? Why was Seaton Town 
Council not consulted on such an important 
matter? 

A spokesman from EDDC said: “It would not be 
appropriate for East Devon District Council to 
comment on the motion agreed by Seaton Town 
Council, until after we have responded directly 
to them." 

OTTERY St MARY 

Straitgate plan set 
for scrutiny 

THE controversial 100-acre Straitgate quarry 
proposal near Ottery St Mary will come under ex¬ 
amination this week as the Devon Minerals 
Plan - of which it is part of - is scrutinised. 

The Minerals Plan will have regard to national 
minerals policy, while addressing the specific char¬ 
acteristics of Devon and its minerals. It is antici¬ 
pated that it will be adopted by the end of this year. 

Government inspector Andrew Freeman will 
conduct the examination hearings to establish 
the soundness of the Minerals Plan. 

Participation in the hearings is limited to people 
that responded to last year's consultation and 
have already requested to take part, although any 
person can attend to observe the hearings. 

The Straitgate Farm examination hearing is ex¬ 
pected to start at 2pm on Wednesday, May 25th 
at County Hall, Exeter,

HONITON 

Post Office 
plans slammed 

THE fight to keep Honiton's Crown Post Office is 
well underway after members of Senior Voice and 
the Communications Workers Union (CWU) 
slammed plans to franchise the service. 

At a public meeting held at the Honiton 
Methodist Church Hall last Friday (May 20th), the 
CWU's Chris Roach, with backing from members 
of Honiton Senior Voice, criticised the Post Office 
for not being there in person to answer local res¬ 
idents over the concerns about the franchise deal 
with WH Smith and topics such as financial serv¬ 
ices, customer care and accessibility. 

The Post Office held their own public consulta¬ 
tion on Monday, May 16th at which they hoped to 
ease the fears of some Honiton residents about 
the moving of the branch. 

If the local post office 
was to move into WH 
Smith across the high 
street, it would operate 
seven days a week as 
opposed to the five and 
a half days it currently 
operates. 

There are 39 crown 
branches throughout 
the UK, but many are 
being moved into 
branches of WH Smith. 

Concerns over the 
loss of the post office 
to WH Smith has been 
the hot topic around 
Honiton since the turn 
of the year. 

Mr Roach said: “The 
staff in Honiton are our 
primary concern." 

He was joined at the 
meeting by Paul Wot- 
ton, branch secretary 
for the Western Coun¬ 
ties CWU, who encour¬ 
aged the people of 
Honiton to take part in 
the consultation, which 
ends on June 1st, by 
writing to the Post Of¬ 
fice and telling them 
what they think.

ILMINSTER Town Council saw 
quick changes at the top last week 
when the then-Mayor, Rose 
Neave, opened the Tuesday, May 
17th annual council meeting by 
reading out her letter of resigna¬ 
tion from the authority, which 
would come into place with imme¬ 
diate effect. 

Later in the meeting Councillor 
Val Keitch was unanimously 
elected as the new mayor. 

PERSONAL CIRCUMSTANCES 
GIVING her reasons for resign¬ 
ing, Ms Neave, who had served on 
the council for two years and as 
Mayor from 2015-16, said: “I 
hope that you realise that this was 
not an easy decision, but was 
wholly a decision that I have come 
to due to my personal circum¬ 
stances,” she said. 

“I never set out with any inten¬ 
tion of being a big fish in a small 
pond. I’ve been on the council to 
do what I volunteered to do, qui¬ 
etly and efficiently, and get on 
with my job. Some people have 
seen that, some people have not.” 

Ms Neave added: “Whilst away 
on honeymoon, it became abun¬ 
dantly clear that I have not actu¬ 
ally had chance to enjoy married 
life. I was elected onto the council 
not long after getting engaged. 

“As much as I have thoroughly 
enjoyed the challenges and doing 
something for the community, I 
now feel that I need to concentrate 
my time on building a home, de¬ 


veloping my business, and - to be 
perfectly honest - I would like to 
spend some time with my hus¬ 
band.” 

Ms Neave concluded: “I will, of 
course, still endeavour to have my 
voice heard in the coming months 
and am absolutely certain that in 
the future I will stand for council 
again when the time is right. 

“It is worth noting here that I 
have had my ups and downs, par¬ 
ticularly as Mayor, over the last 
year. I feel that there are those that 
do not make it any easy task to be 
a councillor, and some perhaps 
who need to consider others’ posi¬ 
tions more graciously - you can 
never really understand someone 
else’s point of view unless you 
have walked in their shoes - but I 
believe that is our job as council¬ 
lors to try. This council should 
consider that in the future. 

“All that is left for me to say is - 
thank you, good luck and good¬ 
bye.” 

NEW MAYOR CHOSEN 

WITH the mayor’s position now 
vacant, Councillor Roger Swann, 
himself a former mayor, proposed 
Cllr Val Keitch for the job and said 
she had already “risen to the chal¬ 
lenge” of being a councillor and 
had “done the job very ably.” 

Cllr Keitch was voted in unani¬ 
mously by her town council col¬ 
leagues to become the new Mayor 
of llminster. 

It had also been announced dur¬ 


ing the meeting that another for¬ 
mer mayor, Carol Goodall, had 
also resigned her position from the 
town council. In an earlier deci¬ 
sion Sophie Storey had also indi¬ 
cated she would stand down. 

Cllr Keitch, in her first an¬ 
nouncements as the new Mayor, 
thanked all three outgoing mem¬ 
bers for their work on the council. 

“I’d like to thank Rose for her 
two years services on this council 
with the last one as mayor,” she 
said. 

Cllr Keitch said it could not have 
been easy for Ms Neave to start a 
new business and get married at 
the same time as being mayor. 

“We wish her well,” she added. 

The new Mayor also thanked 
Mrs Storey for her three years’ 
service on the council and who 
worked “terribly hard for the 
town” with an abundance of “en¬ 
ergy and skills.” 

She added that Mrs Goodall had 
been on the council for “many 
years” and had put a “great deal of 
time and effort” into the council 
and the town. 

Cllr Tony Walker, who had ear¬ 
lier in the meeting thanked the 
outgoing Mayor for her efforts, 
was unanimously re-elected to 
serve as Deputy Mayor for a sec¬ 
ond year. 

News on what the council will 
do to find three replacements for 
the departing councillors has yet 
to be announced. 


Chard mayor kicks off second term 


IT was an important and exciting 24 hours last 
week for Chard Town Council member and avid 
football fan Dave Bulmer. 

On Sunday, May 15th, Councillor Bulmer watched 
as his beloved Plymouth Argyle make it through to 
the League Two Play-Off Final with a dramatic late 
Semi-Final win over Portsmouth and then 24 
hours later he was being re-elected as Mayor of 
Chard for a second term. 

The annual meeting of Chard Town Council took

A TEAM made up of

had to work together to keep the team as one and carry 
all the equipment. 

On the Saturday, the group were forced for safety 
reasons to stop whilst a Merlin Helicopter airlifted an 
injured youngster off a Tor. 

This caused the team to be delayed and meant they 
had to stop at an earlier Tor than intended for their 
overnight camp. 

However, their determination meant that they com¬ 
pleted the remainder of their route quicker than four 
other teams who had a shorter route on the Sunday, fi¬ 
nally crossing the finish line, exhausted, but with min¬ 
utes to spare.

‘No’ to Shudrick Valley plans 


CONTROVERSIAL proposals to build 220 homes in 
a picturesque area of llminster have been turned 
down by South Somerset District Council. 

The council’s website revealed last Thursday 
(May 19,2016) that a decision notice of refusal had 
been sent to applicants Dillington Estate and C.G. 
Fry & Son who had earmarked development on 
land at Shudrick Valley. 

News of the amended application caused anger 
among objectors earlier this year who said that the 
planned development - reduced from an earlier 
proposal in 2014 for 330 homes - went against the 
Local Plan. 

The Local Plan - which governs future housing 
developments in South Somerset up until 2028 - 
was agreed last year and identifies llminster’s di¬ 
rection of growth as Canal Way rather than Shu¬ 
drick Valley. 

That was the number one reason for the council’s 
development manager, David Norris, to tell the ap¬ 


plicants that their Shudrick Valley proposals was 
being given the thumbs down. 

“The proposed development by reason of its 
scale and location is contrary to the council’s Local 
Plan housing strategy,” he said. 

Mr Norris said the application constituted a ‘‘sig¬ 
nificant sized” housing development outside of the 
council’s identified direction of growth for the town. 

And he added: “Insufficient information has been 
submitted to us to demonstrate that the develop¬ 
ment is acceptable in terms of traffic impact and 
highway safety at the Townsend and Bay Hill junc¬ 
tion and that the proposal would be served by safe 
and suitable means of access for all people. 

“The proposed development would have an ad¬ 
verse impact upon the significant and setting of 
designated heritage assets within the locality.” 

Mr Norris has indicated, however, that the appli¬ 
cant has a right of appeal against the council’s de¬ 
cision.

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Councillor welcomes government's 
decision to scrap academies plans 


NEWS that the government has abandoned plans 
to convert all schools to academies has been wel¬ 
comed by Somerset County Council. 

Cabinet member for Children and Families, 
Councillor Frances Nicholson, had criticised the 
plans in a letter to the Secretary of State for Edu¬ 
cation, Nicky Morgan, saying: “There is no evi¬ 
dence that the structural change of academisation 
improves outcomes for children.” 

Under the original draft government plans, all 
state schools in England would have left the over¬ 
sight of the local authority by 2022. But in a turn¬ 
around this week, the government said that it 
supports strong local authorities where schools are 


good and outstanding and that they can make their 
own choice whether to convert. 

“Until we understand exactly what is in the new 
proposals I can’t go into too much detail,” Coun¬ 
cillor Nicholson said. 

“However, we are very pleased with the Secre¬ 
tary of State’s decision and welcome the choice 
this gives back to all schools. 

“It’s important that policy makers listen. They 
asked for comment, people responded and they 
seem to have taken that on board and that is how 
it should be. We will continue to work with all of 
our schools to support strong partnership working 
that enables all children to fulfil their potential.” 


Chard pupils to go back in time 
for 345th anniversary of school 


CHARD School, founded under the reign of 
Charles II in 1671, has been educating children 
on the same site for 345 years this year and if 
buildings could talk then this one would cer¬ 
tainly have a lot to say! 

The school itself is based in two grade II listed 
buildings which merit a mention in Pevsner 
and which the pupils at the school say remind 
them of Hogwarts of “Harry Potter” fame. 

This year, the school is planning to celebrate 
its 345 years of heritage with a day of activities 
which will transport the children back to times 
past when the school was founded. 

Pupils will be dressed in costume today 
(Tuesday) and, as part of the programme for 
the day, they will visit Chard Museum to learn 
about the town in the reign of Charles II and 
the beginnings of the school. 

After this they will parade down the town 


centre accompanied by pony and trap and, fi¬ 
nally, will congregate at the school where they 
hope to re-enact the handing over of the 
building deeds for the purpose of being a 
school in the presence of the Mayor of Chard, 
Councillor Dave Bulmer. 

The event will also celebrate a new era for 
Chard School as it moves forward from 
strength to strength. So far this year it has en¬ 
rolled around 15 new pupils which is fantastic 
news for the future of the independent school. 

Headteacher Sarah Graham said: “I am very 
much looking forward to welcoming the new 
pupils who are registered for September. Fam¬ 
ilies who come to us are finding it is possible to 
afford both a lifestyle and a good all-round ed¬ 
ucation - come and see for yourselves!"

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‘Gross overdevelopment' 
planned for the Knowle 

■ THE Deputy Chief Executive of EDDC and 
leader of the office re-location project has re¬ 
cently claimed that PegasusLife’s plan for 
Knowle will “grace the Knowle park".

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MOVE NOW, FIRST-TIME BUYERS TOLD 

FIRST-TIME BUYERS MAY GET A MUCH-NEEDED 
WINDOW OF OPPORTUNITY IN THE COMING MONTHS

WITH a stamp duty hike having recently been im¬ 
posed on buy-to-let investors, people trying to get onto 
the property ladder could find they have less competi¬ 
tion from those snapping up investment properties. 

There are also signs that sellers are offering bigger 
discounts in the hope of securing a sale - which could 
give first-time buyers further room for negotiation. 

According to Zoopla, the average property that's had 
its original asking price slashed is now on the market 
for over £25,000 less than it was originally - an in¬ 
crease of nearly £4,000 compared with the typical dis¬ 
count in January. 

Sarah Beeny, owner of estate agent, Tepilo, says: 
"Following a few busy months, where investors tried 
to beat the stamp duty rise, the property market is cur¬ 
rently looking increasingly attractive for first-time 
buyers. 

"First-time buyers are vital to the health of the prop¬ 
erty market; their first step onto the property ladder is 
crucial for those further up the chain taking their next 
step." 

BANK OF MUM AND DAD 

There's one lender though that still seems to be vital 
to many would-be homeowners' plans: the Bank of 
Mum and Dad. 

New research suggests that despite various schemes 
to help people onto the property ladder, parents are still 
a key financial factor. 

A report from Legal & General and economics con¬ 
sultancy Cebr has predicted that the Bank of Mum and 
Dad will be involved in a quarter (25%) of all property 
transactions taking place in the UK market this year. 

The report expects that this year, 300,000 people 
buying a home will have been helped by family and 
friends, with t he average contribution from the Bank 
of Mum and Dad at £17,500 - or 7% of the typical pur¬ 
chase price. 


Separate research from Experian has found that more 
than one in four people aged 55 and over have given 
financial support to their child, or someone else, to 
help them buy a property. 

Some 27% of over-55s said they have done this, de¬ 
spite one in six (15%) of those not personally being fi¬ 
nancially comfortable themselves. 

While it's great to help others financially, it's impor¬ 
tant to make sure you have enough flexibility in your 
own finances to do so. 

Experian points out that if you act as guarantor for 
someone else, your credit report will generally be 
taken into account by the lender. 

This can also create a "financial association" be¬ 
tween you and the person for whom you are acting as 
guarantor, so your credit reports would become linked. 
This means your information could be taken into ac¬ 
count by a lender if the other person applies for credit 
in the future, and vice versa. 

There's been some further good news recently for 
first-time buyers, however. 

Barclays has just announced that first-time buyers 
can take out one of its 'family springboard' mortgages 
without needing any deposit - but here again the Bank 
of Mum and Dad is also key. 

This is because to take out the mortgage deal, a 
'helper' - often the home-buyer's parents - needs to put 
cash equating to 10% of the house purchase price into 
a savings account linked to the mortgage. 

This cash will be returned to the borrower's parents 
after three years with interest added - provided the bor¬ 
rower has kept up with their mortgage repayments. 

LONG LIFE MORTGAGE 

And while there may be some more opportunities to 
get on the property ladder, some of us may find our¬ 
selves paying off our mortgage into our 80s. 

Halifax has just raised its upper age limit for mort¬ 
gages to 80, while Nationwide Building Society plans 
to raise its limit to 85 from July.
